In the case of this ftleTdffila^rre by the Rodino Committee 
could hamper Investigations hy the Special Prosecutor.

J There are likely to be other areas of interest to the Rodino Committee 
which involve FBI use of electronic surveillances or other sensitive techniques, 
and we should be prepared well in advance of any requests to properly respond. 

A request, for example, concerning FBI use of surreptitious entry would 
have to be dealt with on the basis of the fact the FBI has no records of 
surreptitious entries.

to national security-type investigations and techniques sines the use or

will certainty constitute some grounds or basis for accusation for illegal acts 
by the President. And notwithstanding the right of the Rodino Committee to 
explore aU such accusations and possibilities, the effect erf public disclosures 
in many instances could have serious consequences on our ability to fulfill 
national security responsibilities. 

OBSERVATIONS: 

Intelligence Division agrees with necessity of conference 
bebrwen Bureau representatives and the Deputy Attorney General. Intelligence 
Division also agrees with suggestion that the Special Prosecutor be advised 
of need to develop and establish a necessary policy and that he be invited 
to participate in discussions. 

Intelligence Division stands ready to assist in or Dart in 
necessary discussions. ^
